TO BUY O'CONNELL
Connery Recommends Him,
Resides Sag-yesting1 Los Angelesns Training Place.

Bob Connery, who explores the sticks
for the Yankees, ha<1 the honor to reportat headquarters yesterday that he
favored Los Angeles as the training
place for the Yanks next spring. What
Connery says goes a long ways with
his employers, and he was quite enthusedover the community named.
Some new spot crops up every day.
One Yankee official favors one place,
another another, and yesterday the
team trained all the way from Aiken,
S. ('. to Los Angeles, including El Paso
and Amarillo en route.
Connery's trtp to the coast also was

to look over ball players. Kamra, the
San Francisco third baseman, was one
of these, but the San Francisco club
won't sell him before 1923, and Caveny,
another infielder, is to go to Cincinnati,
it Is understood. Dr. Strub of t'he Seals
will sell O'Conneil. the left handed first
baseman, however, and Connery has
recommended that he be bought. The
scout thinks well of O'Conneil, and the
chances are he will be on the New
York roster.
Manager Huggins also listened to

favorable words from his scout regardingFrank O'Doui, the southpaw
pitcher, who stayed West last season
and played with San Francisco. Since
he was with the Yankees in 1920 O'Doui
Is a much better pitcher, according to
Connery. He always did have a first
class curve, and now has the fast ball
that Huggins wanted him to add to his
repertoire.

What's become of Ihe Markle decision?Markle is the player whose
services were claimed by the Yankees
and Reds. Pending a decision on the
dispute. Judge Landls told the Cincinnatipeople they could use the pitcher,
but the Yankee club doesn't know yet
what the final decision is.
